Thank you for your letter of 7 March and your offer to chat with me 
when I am in the Washington area. My tentative schedule calls for me to arrive 
ih America on the 21st of August and to be in Washington during the week of 
29 August to 12 s eptember.

The thesis is about 230 pages long and was written during the 1966/67 academic 
year. Thus it is out of date. T here are some other changes I would make in it 
if I were to write it over again but it has served the purpose of providing a 
good background for my subsequent research. 

The thesis itself was written as seven separate chapters, each written 

independently of the other. No attempt was made to go back over the entire 

body of material at the end of the year to incorporate new facts or criticism. 

I am enclosing a copy of the table of contents which I do have.
